Trucks Hit Mines 


EGYPTIAN BORDER 
INCIDENTS

JERUSALEM 

Three Israeli soldiers were. killed 
and 27 wounded when the two Army 
vehicles in which they were travelling 
hit mines inside the — Nitzana 
demilitarised zone, an Israeli Army 
spokesman announced on Sunday. 

The command. car in front struck a 
mine and was blown up. Thtce men were 
killed instantly and six others wounded. 
The truck travelling behind stopped to 
adminster. first aid and arranged for the 
wounded to be taken to hospital. A few 
minutes after it -had> proceeded on its 
way it ran over another mine. Twenty- 
one men in the truck were wounded. 

A Foreign Ministry spokesman stated 
that the two mines had been laid on the 
road some time between Saturday night 
and early Sunday morning: A number of 
vehicles: had. used the road without. mis- 
hap in the intervening. period. : 

According to an investigation carried 
out by the Israelis the tracks of three 
saboteurs wearing rubber-soled ‘shoes 
were followed for three anda half. kilo- 


metres to the Israeh-Egypitian border. The’ 


Foreign Ministry spokesman recalled that 
an Army vehicle had‘struck a mine at the 
Same spot on August 31, when two Israeli 
soldiers were killed and three wounded. 


Two Fedayeen Captured 


According to the: broadcasting. station 
Kol Yisrael, two Syrian fedayeen. were 
captured in Northern Israel on Thursday 
of last week,

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


A PRINCE OF ‘GOD 


ABBINIC literature often 
dwells on the fact that 
“what happened to the 


patriarchs also happened to their 
children,” by which is meant that 
the vicissitudes of the founders of 
the Jewish people were frequently 
repeated in the experiences of later 
generations. It ts, indeed, remark- 
able, how faithfully the story of the 
Hebrew patriarchs mirrors the pat- 
tern of Jewish history. 

One striking exception to the 
general rule is to be read in the Sidra, 
When Abraham approached his neigh- 
bours to secure a burial-place for his 


dead wife, they displayed to him 
profound sympathy and = respect. 
Ephron addressed him with a 


courteous title, which means literally 
‘a prince of God,” and treated him 
with the utmost consideration, The 
friendly disposition shown to Abraham 
by the people among whom he lived 
is $O COnspicuoUsly unusual When con- 
trasted with the aititude of so many 
people towards the Jew that it calls for. 
dttention 


[T may. be that the deference and 

esteem which the Hittites felt for the 
patriarch were the consequence of the 
favourable impression he. had made 
upon them. His. moral character 
called forth their admiration. This is 
clearly to be discerned in his dealings 
with them for the purchase: of a 
sepulchre. Grateful for the offer of 
a piece of land by Ephron he evinces 
the same dignified independence which 


he had done previously with the King 


of Sodom (Genesis xiv. 22ff), He 
insists on paving its: full) value ‘in 
Siver, So far as he ts concerned, the 
transaction must every-respect be 
above criticism. 


The rabbis also dwell on his fire 


ethical qualities. in the Pirke 
Abot the virtues of “a good eye 


(absence of envy}. a humble mind and 
a lowly spirit” are said to distinguish 
“the disciples. of Abraham | our 
father.” Elsewhere it is asserted that 
the <nharacteristics of his descendants 
shoukd be mercy, modesty, and philan- 
thropy. By such. teaching they 
intended to stress that Jews should not 


only regard themselves as descended 


from him physically, but also as heirs 
of his sterling character and noble way 
of - living. 


ANTLJEWISH fejyudice Springs 
from several causes, and it would 
be an over-simplification of a complex 
probiem to single out one of them as 
the explanation of its origin. Yet we 
must De alive to the fact that. the 
unfavourable opinion which is widely 
held of the Jewish character is not 
rarely confirmed by the behaviour of 
some members of the community. 

We may be the 
unfair generalisation..from few 
instances ; but far more helpful than 
protesting against this injustice is the 
awareness by the individual Jew that 
he holds the reputation of. all his 
people: in his hands, 

Even were every Jew a paragon of 
all the virtues there would still be 
many who persist in traducing fim. 
For all that, his duty is to be a worthy 
son of the patriarch by adoptung his 
pattern in his relationship with his 
neighbours Abraham showed gelt- 
respect in his intercourse with his con- 


temporaries and they had respect for 
him, Let the Jew today respect the 


name he bears by avoiding anv act 
which could tarmish it: he will then 
earn the respect of all whose good 
opinion is worth having

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NUCLEAR SCHEME FOR ISRAEL 
Campaign to Raise £200,000 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The danger of war involving not 
only Jordan but also Britain had not 
yet passed, declared General Yaacov 
Dori, Israel's first Chief-of-Staff and 


since 1951 the President of the Tech- 


nion in Haifa, on his arrival in 
London on Monday. 

He told a _ press. conference, 
organised by the British Technion 


Society at Brown's Hotel, W., that 


‘we feel. that war 
is just behind our 
doors.” 

General Dori has 
arrived on a_two- 
week visit to pre- 
pare, together with 
the leaders of the 
Technion Society, a 
campaign raise 
£200,000 for the 
development and 
equipment of a 
Department of 
Nuclear Engineering 
—one of ihe first 
esseniial steps to 
provide Israel within 
the next years 
with atomic energy 
for industrial  pur- 
poses.. The training 
of 38 selecied 
students had already begun. 

General Dori said that since Israel's 
natural resources. were very limited—- 
the prospects of large-scale’ oil explora- 
tion were not satisfactory and its cost 
not very economic—the development of 
the country upon which the survival of 
ts people depended must be aided by 
power, light, and heat obtainable from 
nuclear energy. 

He stated that they were already work- 
ing on processes for the extraction of 
uranium from. ‘the . large. resources of 
phosphates in the Negev, and on the 
production of heavy water by a process 
of distillation. Uranium and = heavy 


water were essential for the development 


of atomic energy, which Israel might be 
able to produce and exploit for peaceful 
purposes, provided that she started at 
once with the training of the highly 
skilled technologists required to operate 
the complex processes involved. 

In- reply to . questions. about the 
military and. political situation, General 
Dori described the constant attacks on

Mr. Barnett Janner, M-.P., President of 
the Zionist. Federation, said that the work 
of the Synagogue Council was probably 
the most important Hem of the Zionisi 
Federation's activilies, The Anglo-Jewish 
community was a frehgious community, 
he said, and Zionism in this country must 
be clearly connected with the synagogues.

Adonis and the Alphabet. By

Alkjous Huxley has, obviously, 
never been “met” in the Buberian 
sense; or he would know the silent 
and sweet communion there can be 
between man and man, Deploring, 
then, as he does, the fact. that words 
are the sole and meaningless com- 
munication of humanity, Mr. Huxley, 
in his new book, nevertheless fills 276 
pages with those despised symbols. 
Wordier than ever (he who tells us 
that “ Simone Weil was weighed down 
by a burden of knowledge and pseudo- 
knowledge, which her own almost 
maniacal. over-valuation of words 
and notions. rendered intolerably 
heavy “). he dislikes words ; dogmatic 
to the nth degree he heaps burning 
coal on the heads of dogmatists ; but 
let it at once be said that this collec- 
tion of essays bears the master’s 
imprint and is written, still, with his 
customary erudition, urbanity, wit, and 
impeccably polished style. 

Late in literary life, however, Mr. 


Huxley is losing the originality and 


astringency which delighted and 
shocked us a quarter of a century ago. 
Now that he tries so hard, too hard, 
to bring 1 blush to the cheek, he 
succeeds Mmerely..in- infuriating: all 
obsessions: bore and of all Huxley’s 
famous and long-standing obsessions 
(from too many babies to the conse- 
quent too little food for the world’s 
ever-increasing. population) he is the 


most faithful, at 62, to that perennial 
money-making formula presently 
exploited by Graham Greene and 
others: sex-and-religion. 

The essays cover a range of subjects 
from Mormons to madrigals and the 
easy fluency and wide scholarship they 
display can, at times, charm the 
reader, But when Mr. Huxley 1s 
irritating, he is irritating indeed and in 
the extreme: “* But why do you prate 
of God ?’ Meister Eckhart asked: and 
out of the depth of his understanding 
of given reality, he added, “ Whatever 
vou say of Him is untrue.” But why 
do you prate of Meister Eckhart, Mr. 
Huxley ? Maimonides, who died 56 
years before Eckhart was born, said 
the same and it simply will not do 
for an author of your integrity and 
calibre. widely quoting saints and 
sages, to omit, through ignorance or 
laziness, the teachings of the Jews. 
(The Upanishads ? By all means, but 
—fair play—the Talmud, too). Con- 
sistently conspicuous by their absence 
are the rabbis’ wise and pithy com- 


_ments on the subjects of Mr. Huxley’s 


verbose. diatribes. 

Organised religion, like words, is 
meaningless for Mr. Huxley, who, 
unless and until he can. took with a 
more kindly eve upon the stupid, ugly 
face of homo sapiens (to which, irk- 
some though it may be for Mr. Hux- 
ley, Mr. Huxley, too, belongs) must 
necessarily find life, itself, meaning: 
less.. Rock-'n-roll and philosophy and 
jam-making and the writing of books 
are merely time-fillers; the. only 
reason. for. living,. Mr. Hualey, is 
loving.

POETIC DRAMA 


Fire in Heaven. 
Hutchinson.

No. amount of neglect and 
discouragement by the living theatre 
has ever succeeded in preventing the 
writing of English verse plays—many. 
like this one, | well-written and 
theatrically practicable. .Mr. Abse has 
borrowed. the plot of: the world’s 
second most.celebrated short story, 
“EL Verdugo.” but has. treated it 
making the involuntary 
executioner a pacifist and healer in a 
fascist-like country—a character with 
few theatrical possibilities. His treat- 
ment both of the “strong ” drama and 
of the allegory is suitably restrained,: 
however ; tension reaches the. verge 
of hysteria without tumbling in, and 
the characters remain persons in spite 
of both verse and allegory. 

The verse-writing succeeds well on 
paper and would succeed. better when 
Spoken—it 1s clear, eloquent, and. 
unpretentious. The 
whole thing reminds me a good deal 
of Tippett’s “ Child of Our Time ” and 
little, if at all, of Auden. Verse which 
maintains its lucidity might be the 
English answer to the problem of 
poetic drama which O’Casey has tried 
to solve by poeticising prose. The 
piece stands too much. as a whole to 
attract the notice of a star, but” it 
might attract an intelligent producer.

Z.F. DAY SCHOOLS OPPOSED 
Federation Support Criticised 


SAFEGUARDING ORTHODOXY 
BY A JEWISH CHRONICLE REPORTER , 


A resolution protesting strongly against the establishment of Jewish 
day schools in Britain under the auspices of the Zionist Federation was 
passed at a meeting held at the Stamford Hill Beth Hamedrash (26 
Lampard Grove, London, N.16) on Sunday. . 


The meeting also voiced its protest against the proposed co-operation 


of the Federation of Synagogues in the establishment of the day schools 


which, it was alleged, was ™ contrary 
to the feelings of every Orthodox 
Jew.” 

The resolution declared: “ Previous 
experience of Zionist-controlled 
schools in Israel and the Diaspora has 
shown ample proof of the anti-reli- 
gious character of Zionist educational 
establishments and the profane attitude 
of their teachers to everything that is 
holy and to Torah and traditional 
Judaism. With this knowledge in 
mind, no so-called safeguards offered 
by the Zionist Federation could ever 
be accepted.” 

The meeting called on the Federation 
of Synagogues “‘to assist in the estab- 
lishment of new—and in the support of 
existing—schools which are known to be 
engaged in the education of children in 
a Terah-irue and traditional way, thus 
ascertaining the future existence of true 
Orthodoxy in. Anglo-Jewry.” 

The President of the .Beth. Hamedrash, 
Mr. Wolf Schiff, who was inthe chair, 
said he wished to make it clear that the 
mecting had no political or party. label 
attached to it.

meeting. He declared that the commu- 
nity was faced with the menace of “an 
active, rampant atheism, militant 
apikorsut.” He was not engaging in 
any political warfare with the Zionist 
Federation, he said, and he had no 
quarrel with them, so long as they con- 
fined themselves to their own particular 
field and did not intrude themselves into 
the chinuch of their children. In due 
course, he added, there would be a 
shortage of teachers to teach in Ivrit 
b'Ivrit, and then he predicted that 
** militant atheists from Israel's 
Mapainiks’”’ would be imported. 
Referring to the attitude of Rabbi M. 
Swift, the Principal Rabbi of the Federa- 
tion, Mr. Cohen declared: “I still do 
not think that Rabbi Swift’s opinion 
should weigh against that of 40 or more 
of the greatest rabbanim in this country.” 
Mr. Abba Bornstein (who. represents 
the Machzike Hadath on the Council of 
the Federation of Synagogues) said that 
the Rosh Pinah school in Edgware was 
situated less than half a mile from an 
existing Jewish ‘school, Was there the 
silghtest need for another Jewish school 
so near by? he asked. It was obvious 
that the supplying of a need was not 
the reason-for the establishment of Rosh 
Pinah. And. that was no less true of 
the other school set up—dHillel House, 
in Willesden. Both were near existing 
Jewish schools. which were. already doing 
The motive of the 
Zionist Federation in setting up the new 
schools was immediately suspect. 
Rabbi Gedaliah. Rabinowitz, of Man- 
chester, stated that if. they wanted their 
children to learn the Torah they must 
entrust the task to rabbanim and God- 
fearing teachers. th 


* Half-Baked ” Education 


Dr. Bernard Homa (President of the 
Machzike Hadath community and a 
member of the Council of the Federation 
of Synagogues) said that it was quite 
clear to him that the Jewish public was 


quite bewildered. over the matter. 
“Our Zionists,” he declared,. “do. not 
understand that. they’ cannot. implant 


love for the Jewish people and for Eretz 
Israel. merely by half-baked education. 


It has got to bean: intensive religious . 


education.””. They could understand why 
the Zionists were. trying to establish 
Jewish Zionist day schools—to keep 
alive at least the Zionist spirit in. such 
children who would’ otherwise be com- 
pletely lost. But the question before 
them was not. whether Zionist schools 
should or should not be established. It 
was whether an Orthodox religious body 


Jike the Federation of Synagogues could 


associate itself with. the English Zionist 
Federation—-a political body, without any 
religious constiiution—in this work. 

The whole idea of the .establishment 
of Jewish day schools, said Dr.: Homa; 
was to. be able to. have an. Orthodox 
Jewish atmosphere here and that could 
be achieved only if they had the.-right 
kind of teachers-~Maaminim (believers) 
people who practised what they taught. 
In 1929 an organisation was established 
called Habonini. What had happened 
to Habonim ?. On the surface everything 
appeared to be: wonderful—kosher food, 
no anti-religion; and perfectly. satisfac- 
tory holiday camps from the point of 
view of kashrut. But now, said’ Dr. 
Homa. was no-attempt to deny 
the situation In. Israel there was the 
kibbutz of Kfar Blum, consisting almost 
entirely. of -Jewish -youth from © this 
country, and they had been sent to Israel 
through the Habonim movement.

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THE FINANCING 


OF EDUCATION 


THE latest facet of the many in the 
long-standing problem .of _ the 
Jewish education of our children 
will be observed in the report in 
this issue on the Shechita Board 
meeting in London, where a reso- 
lution on the subject caused an 
uproar which ceased only when the 
meeting was adjourned. _ Fifteen 
months have passed since, after 
critical debates in the Council of 
the United Synagogue, the problem 
of financing the London Board 
of Jewish Religious Education 
appeared to be taking a favourable 
turn. The Council at its meeting 
to receive the Report on the Com- 
mittee of Education resolved that it 
would not restore the much dis- 
puted full: 334. per cent levy for 
education, but would not diminish 
its contribution to the London 
Board. In fact, from the reschedul- 
ing of seats, as well as the increase 
in membership, the. United Syna- 
gogue has been able to increase its 
contribution to the Board to about 
£65,000 a year. The Federation of 
Synagogues is also bringing in a 
further £3,000 a year. cea 

The Council welcomed the. pro- 
posal, -however, to set up a com- 
mittee, now Known as the Chief 
Rabbi's Committee for 
Financing of Religious Education. 
The Chief Rabbi's Committee 
apparently has | ot favoured the 
setting up of -machinery by the 
london Board to raise funds from 
dinner and dance appeals. Nor has 
it endorsed the imposition of fees 
on the. pupils, though this might be 
inevitable as a partial solution. The 
extension of the principle of com- 
munal taxation from the synagogue 
to other revenue-raising communal 
bodies has been - urged. The 
Shechita Board and the Kashrus 
Commission have been indicated as 


possible sources, and the Chief» 


Rabbi, it is understood, requestc J a 
sub-committee, comprising Mr. 
Ewen Montagu, President of the 
United Synagogue, Mr. M. Leder- 
man, President of the Federation of 


Synagogues, and Mr. S. S. Levin, 


Chairman of the London Board, to 
submit a scheme: | 7 


From then on the matter has 


been bogged down in difficulties 
‘arising in part from. principle, in 


part, it seems, from a clash of per- 


sonalities. It can be argued that an 
shechita and 


education tax on 
kashrut has an older tradition in 
Jewry than a tax from the syna- 
gogues. It may also be argued that 
there is no logical reason why the 
synagogues alone should bear the 
burden. Then in addition it may 
be said that the extension of the 
tax to shechita and kashrut would 
spread the burden more equitably 
over the community and that a 
Baal-simcha, meeting a bill of some 


hundreds of pounds for the wed- 


ding feast of his daughter, would 


hot quibble at an addition of a few 


pounds for religious education. 
Indeed, the catering trade and the 
meat trade have a vested interest in 
religious education to secure their 
customers of tomorrow. 

On the other hand, there has been 
a growing discontent over the price 
of kosher. meat.. Many are con- 
vinced that the difference in price 
between kosher and non-kosher is 


So great that the weaker brethren 


must fall prey to the temptation to 
buy the cheaper meat. The reply 
may well be that the community 
has to pay for religious education 
in one way or another. It would 
seem, moreover, that the Chief 
Rabbi's Committee seeks to impose 
so small a tax at the wholesale 
end of the trade that the profit 
arising from the trade would ‘not 
suffer much if the tax were not 
passed on to the consumer. An 
impost of three-tenths of a penny 
(just over a farthing) a pound 
has been mentioned. It has further 
been stated that the butchers 
expressed the view that an extra 
three-tenths of a penny a pound at 
the wholesale end would result in 
a charge of sixpence a pound to the 
retail customer, which seems fan- 
tastic. Perhaps much more difficult 
is the clash of personalities. This has 
been exacerbated by such questions 


as the right or not of the synagogal 
parent bodies to impose their will 
on the Shechita Board and_ the 
Kashrus Commission, particularly 
in the matter of the definition of 
the term ecclesiastical authorities, 
as well as the fees to be charged 
for ecclesiastical services. 


Now a new crisis appears to have 
been reached at the requisitioned 
meeting of the Board of Shechita 
last week, which had before it 
resolutions to amend the constitu- 
tion of the Board in such a way as 
to enable it to contribute funds to 
Jewish educational. purposes and to 
raise cattle shechita fees with that 
in view. Acrimony developed, 
which was stopped only after the 
suggestion by the Chief Rabbi and 
others that the meeting be adjourned 
for more discussion to take place. 


There is surely a grave need at 
this hour for the setting aside of 
differences in the face of the 
problem of financing the religious 
education of the children. _ Time is 
running out, or, rather, the capital 
reserve of the London Board that 
was left with the United Syna- 
gogue is.’ At the present rate of 
spending, the remaining £10,000 
will have gone within a year. The 
Board will then be left. with an 
annual deficit of £15,000. The 
Board’s present. budget. is now 
£90,000 but it-is calculated that this 
must increase to £100,000. This 
grave situation cannot. be allowed 
to continue if cuts in the education 
service are to be avoided. A heavy 
responsi vility therefore rests on all 
those concerned, and jt is to be 
hoped that the Chief Rabbi's Com- 
mittee, the Copncil of the United 
Synagogue, and the other bodies 


involved will give-the community 


the fullest information with the least 
possible delay. 


EAST EUROPE 
CONVULSION 


THE position, if not actually the 
fate, of at least 200,000 Jews may 
be affected by the latest dramatic 
political changes in Eastern Europe. 


In Hungary, where: a ‘revolution - 


erupted this week. with violent 
rapidity, 150,000 Jews are embroiled 
willy-willy, and in Poland 50,000 
survivors of the once largest Jewish 
community in Europe are anxiously 
facing the future. 


The change from the rule of 
Matyas Rakosi to that of Imre Nagy 
in’ Hungary should, in’ ordinary. 
circumstances, have been one to 
bring some alleviation of the posi- 
tion of Jews there. Although 
Rakosi was himself a Jew. (his 
original name was Rosenkranz), his 
Premiership was tainted by a fierce 
anti-Zionist and anti-Jewish policy. 
It was by his order that thousands 
of Jews were deported from Buda~ 
pest and other cities to remote 
locahties in the countryside for no 
Other sin than that of being of 
the middle class and therefore 
bourgeois and unwanted. When 
Imre Nagy replaced Rakosi in 1953, 
following the post-Stalin changes in 
the satellite. countries, the attitude 
to Jews became more moderate, 
even liberal. Nagy found time to 
receive a Jewish delegation, with 
whom he discussed, as we reported 
at the time, “ religious and humani- 
tarian matters,” and the visit was 
followed by some relaxation in the 
attitude to Jewish private enter- 


prises and, what was no less impor- 


tant, by the granting of a number 
of emigration permits to Israel. 
His return to the Premiership now, 


after years of disgrace, ought to. 


bring back the policy of toleration 
which he tried to follow several 
years ago. But all, of course, 
depends on the turn which the 
revolution, which has already caused 
a good deal of bloodshed, takes. 
The situation of Jews in Poland, 
whence this revolutionary fervour 
has spread, is somewhat different. 
The anti-Zionist and anti-emigra- 
tion restrictions have been relaxed 
for some time. But there, surpris- 
ing aS it may seem, antisemitism 
re-emerged almost simultaneously 
with the start of democratisation. of 
political life in the country. More- 
over, it cannot have .been an 
accident that Mr. Khruschev, in his 
harsh attack on Polish leaders, 
when he and his colleagues unex- 
pectedly descended on them from 
Moscow last Friday, accused them 
of trying “to sell Poland to the 
Zionists and Americans.” Phrases 
like these are, of course, likely 
to encourage Polish antisemites and 
must therefore have brought new 
anxieties into Jewish minds 


such an 


Mr. Gomulka, the new Polish 


First Secretary, has never been 


accused of antisemitism: Many of 
his associates. in the Party and 
Government, before his downfall in 
1948, were Jews. He himself, as 
our Special Correspondent reports, 
is married to a Jewess. One of his 
closest associates in the Politburo 
today, Mr. Zambrowski, is also of 
Jewish origin. But revolutionary 
changes, as Jews know from bitter 
experience, are often accompanied 
by violence which in the first place 
is directed against them. Will the 
new Polish leader, brought back so 
dramatically by popular acclaim, 
take the necessary effective steps to 
protect the Jews against the evils of 
a growing antisemitic campaign ? 


THE JORDAN ELECTIONS 


_ THERE is little consolation to be 
derived from the results of the 
Jordan elections. They represent 
a victory for anti-Western and 
consequently for even more extreme 
anti-Israeli views. Last week, 
before the elections (and no doubt 
in anticipation of them), the world 
was treated to the absurd spectacle 
of Great Britain ganging up with 


-traq and Jordan in opposition to 


Israel, to the delight, one imagines, 
of Colonel Nasser, Britain’s prin- 
cipal adversary in the Middle East. 


With this further. blow to British 


prestige the futility of the Foreign 
Office’s pro-Arab policy becomes 
yet more apparent, while the dis- 
closure of Egyptian assistance to 
the. Algerian rebels has _ further 
incensed French opinion. As things 
stand, Israel's position has become 
more vulnerable now that there is 
a probability of the formation of a 
united military command of Egypt, 
Jordan, and Syria and the possi- 
bility that Britain will be forced to 


abandon her bases in Jordan. Per- 
haps the sheer weight of facts will 
at long last force the Government. 


to amend its policy where prescience 
hitherto has failed. Could the 


switch. of ambassadors in Amman 


and Tel Aviv be connected with 
impending change — in 
policy ? 


HILLEL LECTURE

discoursed, “ The Nature of Jewish 
Signifi- 


History—Its Universal 
cance.” His purpose was to discuss 
the ‘extent to which the history of 
the Jews could continue to have a 
universal significance after the 
foundation of the State of Israel 


on the one hand and the final dis- 


persion of the: East European 
Jewish communities. on the other. 
Surveying the vast panorama of 
Jewish history, he developed this 
magnificent theme with a remark- 


able combination of ‘intellectual 


acumen, moral fervour, and literary 
skill. From a profound analysis of 
the past, he ventured on a prophecy 
of the future. There seemed, he said. 
to be something almost providential 
in the way in which the two new 
centres of Jewry, Israel and the 
United States, were prepared just 
on the eve of the catastrophe which 
put an end to some two thousand 
years of European Jewry. A 
notable feature of Dr. Talmon’s 
lecture was the vigorous way in 
which he controverted the attacks 
on Judaism and Zionism advanced 
in Dr. Arnold Toynbee’s much 
publicised volumes on “ A Study of 
History.” In this connection, our 
readers may recall the trenchant 


criticism of these volumes which | 
Dr. Talmon contributed to THE

EGYPTIAN JEKYLL AND 


Contradictory Trends 


Nasser’s Egypt. By WALTER Z. 
LaQueuR. Weidenfeld and Nicolson. 
ls, 6d.

In the swiftly changing Middle 
Eastern scene it is practically impos- 
sible, outside the pages of the news- 
papers, to produce a commentary 
which jis up-to-date when it is pub- 
lished. This essay, which was appar- 
ently written at the beginning of the 
Suez crisis, nevertheless presents a 
thoughtful and objective study of the 
situation in Egypt under the rule of 
Colonel Nasser. 

Mr. Laqueur discards the theory 
that Colonel Nasser -is an Egyptian 
Ataturk and, while. he also avoids 
the false comparison with Hitler, he 
recognises some of the fascist inspira- 
tion of the Egyptian régime. He also 
recognises importance of the 
impact of Communism on_ public 
opinion in Egypt today despite the 
fact that the Junta is far from being 
a Communist régime. Nasser’s Egypt 
does not fit in easily to a ready-made 
definition and this, perhaps, is one of

R. LASKTS appointment 
as Recorder of Liverpool 
serves aS a reminder of 
tiverpool’s place in certain phases 
of Jewish emancipation. Liver- 
s business men and municipal 
leaders were among the most con- 
spicuous signatories to provincial 
titions to Parliament on behalf of 
the Jewish cause. | 
The port faced the New World. 
Religious. diversity had long been a 
habit-engendering featare of local 
society, 
an increasing element in the city. 
The Nonconformists were solidly 
entrenched in the economic lite of 
the region. Anglicanism was strongly 
tinged with Evangelical fervour. Liver- 
pool was a natural home for a 
pluralist outlook in civic affairs. It 
was a prosperous, hospitable city, and 
so did its leading citizens think of it.

Liverpool was the first sizeable pro- 
vincial town to have a Jewish Mayor, 
namely Charles Mozley. the banker, 
elected in 1863.'!. It was there that the 
first Jew sat on the Recorder’s Bench. 

Samuell, President 
of thé local Hebrew school, who was 
appointed Deputy Recorder in 1881. 
Prominent Liverpool Jews were closely 
identified with the cultural life -of 
their city as well as with Jewish letters. 
Moses Samuel, the erudite silversmith, 
translated Mendelssohn's Jerusalem 
into English in 1838, David Isaacs, 
the . distinguished preacher -who 
pioneered the use of the pulpit in 
Anglo-Jewry, succeeded D. W. Marks, 
when the latter left Liverpool in 1840 
to: become. the first minister of the 
Reform (Synagogue London.

The Outstanding Jew associated with 
-lverpool in the ninetenth century was 
simon, nephew of Abraham

for emancipating the Slaves. Isaac's 
father was Levi Simon, of Chatham 
described in a local eighteenth-century 
directory aS a “salesman.”..- The 
family of John Simoy’s mother—the 
Furtados ~Ssettled jin Jamaica ‘in: the 
Seventeenth century. She Was 
descended from. Balthazar (Isaac) 
Orobio de Castro. of Amsterdam. who 
fled irom Inquisitional torture in 
Spain in the seventeenth century and 
was renowned as a_ physician and 
Jewish philosopher. 

John Simon. arrived ‘in Liverpool. 
aged 15. to continue his general edu- 
cation. He also began his Jewish 
education there and Marks was one 
of his tutors. He was profound, 
influenced by the emancipatory § air 
and literary aspirations of the local 
Jewrv. . His. native. earnestness and 
intellectual gifts eauipped well 
for the theological’ study which 
engrossed him, His father. refused 
him permission to prepare for the 
Jewish Ministry. He had been sent 
to England to become a. lawyer. 
Simon’s wish was, by. his example 
and. precept, to attract’ into the 
ministry sons of the upper classes. 
But this hope came to naught—as did 
his desire “to become a kind of 
Jewish Luther.3 


Reform 


Simon. never forsook his love ‘for 
devotional study: He went further 
than his uncle in his plans for reform- 
ing the synagogue. service.: Abraham 
was content with such’ measures. as 
encouraging pulpit preaching—in 1827 
Abraham erected in his synagogue the 
first pulpit jn -Anglo-Jewry—and 
securing the abolition of the auction 
of mitzvot. Simon deemed Jewish 
practice to be ernicumbered by accre- 
tions which: he contended, concealed 
the. beauty and. true character of 
Judaism. As a student in. London 
he graduated in law.’ at University 
College in 1841—he was active 
the counsels of the: Reform. Syna- 
gogue. He assisted Marks in revising 
the ritual. With Moses Mocatta and 
Francis Goldsmid he engaged in the 


abortive negotiations with the Board 


of Deputies. on the - question. of 
marriage secretaries——an episode 
finally settled when. Parliament, in 
1856, gave statutory recognition to the 
Reform Synagogue for. purposes of 
marriage. registration. With 
brother-in-law Charles Salaman* and 
Simon Waley,; Simon helped to estab- 
lish the musical tradition of the con-

fregation. Despite his reverence for 
the Jewish past, Simon refused to 
invest the Oral ‘Law with an authority 
superior to his intelligence. 

For SO years he was among the 
leading lay stalwarts of the Reform 
community. The West London Svna- 
gogue was not represented on the 
Deputies until 1886, but long before 


that date Simon achieved close per- 


sonal collaboration with the Board 
in practical Jewish effort. He had no 
laste for polemics and by tempera- 
ment was given to. co-operation. He 
was a founder of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association in 1871, and was a Vice- 
President. from its inception. He 
regarded the new. body as a means 
of bringing together in common 
action the disparate elements of com- 
munal feadership. 


In Parliament 


Simon was nominated for Parlia- 
ment in 1866 at Nottingham. He 
withdrew rather than campaign against 
the son of that doughty champion of 
Jewish emancipation: Lord John 
Russell. In 1868, Simon was elected 


at-.Dewsbury, which he represented 


for 20 years until his: retirement 
through | ill-health. His reserved 
demeanour was that of .a man of 
courage who knew when to be frank. 
These qualities attracted. the blunt. 
genial Yorkshiremen, The main local 
industry .was the manufacture of 
heavy woollens, Simon won the con- 
fidence of the. operatives. by. his 
advocacy. of ameliorative industria! 
legislation. He regarded himself as 
an advanced Liberal and he supported 
Gladstone’s policies Ireland. 
including Home Rule. .He frequently 
participated im. Parliamentary debates 
on legal and constitutional. questions. 
He was an early protagonist of prison 
reform and the abolition of capital 
punishment. In 1886 he was knighted 
for. political services, 


On Sir Francis Goldsmid’s death 


in: 1879, Simon—who had been his 
closest lieutenant in Jewish affairs— 
became the leading protagonist for 
Jewry in the House. He was known 
as “the Member for Jewry.” In 
1872. he was mainly responsible for 


convening the Mansion House meet-_ 


ing under the Lord Mayor's auspices 


to protest against Jewish oppression 


in Rumania: In 1882, he was the 
prime mover in the famous Mansion 
House meeting to remonstrate against 
the Russian pogroms and to promote 
efforts to alleviate distress. It was 
Simon who brought about Lord 
Shaftesbury’s influential letter to 
THe. Times. on January 14, which 
preceded that. meeting. Simon was 
the principal. instigator of the 
numerous public protests throughout 
the country which expressed British 
repugnance against events in Russia.

At that date, he did not favour 
official British intervention since the 
Russian Government did not appear 
to be implicated in the pogroms and 
he did not wish to disturb Anglo- 
Russian relations. In 1890. as a 
further tightening of the Russian 
legislative screw on the Jews seemed 
likely, Simon, now jill, initiated a 
movement, of which his youngest son, 
Oswald John Simon, was the execu- 
tant. for another great demonstration 
at Guildhall. All these efforts helped 
to stay somewhat the hands of the 
oppressors, 

Simon had much faith in the power 
of public opinion. He often declared 
that it was not solely as a Jew that 
he was revolted: by Jewish persecution 
but also as an Englishman. . He 
England's prosperity, 
might, and constitutional principle 
laid upon her a special duty to be the 
mouthpiece of. outraged conscience. 
There was occasional tension between 
this réle and immediate British policy. 
For example, Gladstone's antagonism 
to Turkey and his solicitude for the 
Christian “subject. races” . of her 
empire led him to adopt a less stern 
attitude towards Jewish suffering in 
Rumania. which was formerly under 
the Turkish yoke. Simon did not 
abate’. his denunciation of the 
Rumanian Government, England, he 
thought. should condemn anti-Jewish 
measures in Rumania with as much 
vigour as she might denounce anti- 
Christian atrocities committed by the 
Turks. 


Gladstone’s Policy

It bluntly _dis- 
missed the idea that Palestine was to 
become “as Jewish. as England is 
English.) it emphasised that the Bal- 
four Declaration did not — contem- 
plate that Palestine as a whole should 
he converted*into a Jewish National 
Home, but that such a Home should 
be founded in Palestine, and it 
definitely stipulated that. immigration 
must be regulated in accordance with 
the economic absorptive capacily of 
the country. - The purport of this 
Statement was a drastic abridgement 
of the aspirations which it had been 
believed the Jewish people would be 
allowed to achieve. -The authorship 
of the document, which came to be 
known as the Churchill White Paper 
(as Sir Winston Churchill was then 
Colonial Secretary), was commonly 
attributed to the High Commissioner

in Palestine, Sir Herbert Samuel, and 
as the latter had come to London for 
consultations: at the Colonial Office 
an effort was made by a member of the 
Fxecutive to induce him to omit or 


tone down some of the more objéc- 


tionable passages. The effort was in 
Vain, 

The Executive were deeply alarmed 
by a report that Sir Herbert Samuel 
had advised the omission of Article 4 
of the Mandate with a view to recon- 
ciling the Arabs.2 - They felt that the 


omission of so vital an article would 


be tantamount to its and 
they seriously thought of resigning in 
a body if ‘it were insisted upon. But 
on inquiry they were told by Sir 
Herbert that he-had not proposed the 
deletion of Article 4 nor did he think 
that the Government would propose 
it. On the other hand, he thought 
that if the Zionist Executive were in 
favour of its deletion they would 
weaken the attacks against them ; but 
if they were of opinion that they 
would thereby lose more than they 
would gain they could decide 
accordingly. 


Ratification of Mandate 


The Executive refused to give the 
matter a second thought. For them 
the inclusion of Article 4 was a 
fundamental element in the Mandate 
and absolutely indispensable, and, 
although far from satisfied with the 
document as a whole, they heaved a 
sigh of relief when the Mandate was 
at last ratified by the Council of the 
League in London. The Council met 
on July 24, 1922, at St. James’s Palace, 
and | was among the small group who 
were privileged to be present on the 
historic occasion. The Bntish Govern- 
ment was represented by Lord Bal- 
four, who spoke with his usual fluency 
and: cogency, tinged with a certain 
degree of parental emotion. 

Article 4 soon began to play a very 
important part in the deliberations of 
the Executive and in the discussions 
of all other Zionist bodies. Dr. Weiz- 
mann. interpreted the last sentence of 
the Article to mean that the Zionist 
Orgnisation was not sufficient by itself 
to act as “an appropriate Jewish 


agency ...for the purpose of advising 


and co-operating with the Administra- 


tion of Palestine.” He thought that 
it was necessary to set up a new body 
consisting of one or two members of 
the Executive, together with some 
leading Jews who were not members 
of the Zionist Organisation, and that 
this new body should be designated 
the “ Jewish Agency ” and be distinct 
from the Zionmst Organisation. 


Creation of New Body 


This view was strongly contested by 
some members. of the Executive, 
especially by Jabotinsky and Dr. Max 
Soloweitschik (who had formerly been 
Minister for Jewish Affairs in. the 
Lithuanian Government), who main- 
tained that the Zionist Organisation 


alone was entitled and qualified to 


act as the Jewish Agency, and_ that 
there was absolutely. no need to create 
a new body consisting either of some 
members of the Executive alone or in 
conjunction with non-Zionists. 
Jabotinsky was particularly vehement 
in his opposition: he repeatedly and 
emphatically. stressed that all mem- 
bers of the Executive were. equally 
responsible and that they had no need 
of non-Zionist partners. Indeed, he 
stigmatised Weizmann’s conception as 
that of “a régime of notables,” upon 
which he poured vials of scorn and 
wrath. This hostile attitude provoked 
Weizmann to such a state of indigna- 
tion that he began to threaten that he 
would resign unless his proposal were 
accepted.

While the aged were 
given to the first kind of folly, Lord 
Samuel said, youth was given to the 
other: they were sometimes too ready to 
adopt easy, clear-cut, plain solutions to 
problems which needed careful reflection 
and a balanced judgement, He recalled

had been in mafiy countries movements 
of youth and students, 

Introducing Dr. Talmon and his subject, 
Lord Samuel stated that it had been the 
Jewish students who had asked for the 
introduction of a Hillel Foundation lec- 
tureship. This had been established, by 
the generosity of the Foundation’s Chair- 
man, Mr. J. C. Gilbert, for an inaugural 
pertod of three years. 

Dr. Talmon said that the Jews had 
been caught in the very heart of the 
whirlwind of contemporary. history, and 
that the vast transformations taking place 
in our time had already recast the scheme 
of Jewish history to a point where even 
the least mmaginative could see that an era 
had gone for ever, and a new epoch had 
opened. | 

Posing the question about the kind. of 
Jewish history to be written from. the 
new vantage point, Dr. Talmon said that 
the first obvious and determining fact 
are. the demograpliic changes 
centre of gravity in the distribution of 
Jewish populatiors had shifted decisively 
to the West, above all to the United 
States. This meant that “ Judaism as an 
mtegraicd civilisation has ceased to exisi 
in Central and. Eastern Europe, and that 
outsrde the new centre of Jewish cohesion 
of the Jewith people is now broken up 
into groups and individuals living most 


Of their life within non-Jewish patierns 


of existence.” 
Changing Emphasis 


The lecturer dealt, in this connection. 


‘also with the changing emphasi« on the 


relative historical significance of the old- 
type (East European) Diaspora. the 
modern Western dispersion, and the Siate 
of Israel: * There were, up to recently, 
two tests and standards of judgmeni: one 
was primarily applicable to the West and 
was concerned with the measure of civic 
accorded to Jews; the second valued 
above all the thickness of Jewich texture 
and richness of Jewish contents, and 
could, therefore, see great glory even in 
circumstances of political oppression and 
squalid poverty.” 

The latter view (represented by Profes- 
sor Simon Dubnow) had, said Dr. 
Talmon, .porirayed Jewish history as 
being motivated by the urge for autono- 
mous imstitutions and full Jewish «!lf- 
expression through them. The Western 
Diaspora would hence appear only as a 
shadow of real existence, only as an 
extension and dry limb of the great Fast 
European trunk. But since “ this philo- 
sophy has received a death blow from 
Nazism, as well as Communism,” he 
stated, “Jewish autonomy in the 
Diaspora is likely to appear to the future 
historian as a phase in, and not as the 
aim of, Jewish history, and: the rdles 
may well come to be reversed in his cves, 
so aS to turn East European Jewish 
civilisation inio a prehisiory of the 
Western dispersion.” 

Dr. Talmon went on to say that “ while 
the gloomiest of Zionist prophecies have 
more than come truc in regard to the

ISRAELIS TO STUDY 
SOCIAL WELFARE 


British Council Course . 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Two Israelis. Major Eliezer Deshe 
and Mr. Simcha S. Glaser, are among 
seven specialists who have recently; 
arrived in England under the United 
Nations Social Welfare . Fellowships 
Scheme. 

Major Deshe, is Israel's Deputy 
Commissioner of Prisons, is here for 


‘about. three months. to study the British 


prison system. He told me that he 
believed Israel could learn. much. from 
the prison system in. this country, for 
it was easier to translate England's evolu- 
tionary method to Israel, than to aliempt 
anything revolutionary, 

Israel, which, he said, had six prisons, 
including One for women and@ one for 
young people, moulded its system on the 
principle of rehabilitation, giving: prisoners 
individual. treatment to enable them to 
become useful citizens. 

Mr. Glaser is the Deputy Director for 
Education of the Youth Protection 
Authority in the Ministry of Social 
Welfare. His department is. concerned 
with delinquent and mentally deficient 
children, for whom special. institutions 


have been ‘established by. the Govern 


ment, During. his six-month Stay in 
this country he. will concentrate particu- 
larly on. methods of vocational training 
and ‘leisure-time activities for: ‘such 
children. 

Like Major Deshe. Mr, Glaser, who 1s 
a cousin of Rabbi 1: Jacobovits, of 
Dublin. went to Israel from Czecho- 
slovakia in 1939. 

Both men are ai the moment taking 
part in a course, arranged by the. British 
Council, which is designed to give them 
a general idea of British social services, 
before beginning their Specie studies.

hopelessness of the Jewish. position in 
Eastern. Europe, -Western Jews’  con- 


fidence in the liberal fibre and democratic 


inslitutions of their countries has with- 
stood the test of Nazi infection. Jewish 
Siatehood was achieved perhaps sooner 
than many expected and through a con- 
centration of efforts. which astonished 
most observers.” But, Hitler's. annihila- 
tion of millions of potential Israelis and 
the ban on Jewish emigration from Com- 
munist countries had not been balanced 
by any appreciable flow from the West. 

Having pointed out that Jewish life 
could not but.“ shrivel’: in the Com- 
Talmon. posed yet 
another question: if the future historian 
is to have before his. eyes only. two 


extremes—"“* the full- blooded nation of 


Israel and those countries. in the West in 
which Jewish life has lost its cohesion 
. + « how is he to define his subject- 
matter? . «What, -since 1948, is. a 
Jew ?” 

He rejected as ‘“ doctrinaire’”’~ and 
* historically false’ the view of those 
*“ who hold religion to be the full essence 
and sole test of Judaism. It may have 
been theoretically quite wrong for Jews 
not to have. remained exclusively mem- 
bers of religious confraternity. But 
they just failed to stay. as such, and so 
many secular contents were evolved from, 
or added to, the religious core as almost 
to swamp it.””. This, he added, was -a 
phenomenon not confined only to Jews; 
it was a universal phenomenon. 


A Community of Fate 


believe,” Dr. Talmon said. that 
from the vantage point of our time the 
Jews are to be defined as. a communily 
of fate. They are a product of history, 
which crystallised around an extremely 
tenacious kernel or nucleus of race and 
religion, and like any living product of 
lime and circumstances have very 
suffused contours,” 

The second part of Dr. Talmon’s lec- 
the. Jews within the 
scheme of universal history as it is being, 
in these days, recast by the change of 
balance between the West and the Asiatic 
and other civilisations.” He criticised 
and rejected Professor Toynbee’s deroga- 
tory. views on the rdle of Jews and 
Judaism in history, particularly that of 
Europe, and the place of Zionism and 
Israel in Asia. 

In the vision of history of Western- 
Christian civilisation, Dr. Talmon. said, 
the Jew had occupied a vital and unique 
place. The Jew was indissolubly con- 
nected with the central event in the his- 
tory of Christendom: He appeared a 
factor of significance out of all propor- 
tion to the numbers involved. Further- 
more, no Jewish historian could ignore 
the fact that Zionism would never have 
had a chance of. success if centuries of 
Christian teaching and worship had not 
conditioned the Western nations to 
respond almost _instinctively to the words 

“Zion” and “ Israel” and thus to see 
in the Zionist ideal not a romantic 
chimera or an imperialistic design to 
wrest a country from its actual 
inhabitants, but the culmination of an 
eternal promise and hope. 

“We have a long, terrible, and blood- 
Stained account with the Christian West,” 


Dr. Talmon stated, while ‘no Jewish 
associauions impinge upon the Far 


Eastern civilisations. - Their. record ts 
clean. of antisemitism, but tt ‘is ‘also 
empty of Jews.” 


If new history of the world were. to 


be written in the future, ‘not as the 
history. of West bui-as “the Story 
of — the relationship between: various 
civilisations.” the. place of the Jews: in. it 
would clearly be considerably reduced. 


‘But, the lecturer added, the juxtaposition 


of. several civilisations would ilso bring 
into Starker relief the kil Jewish 
ingredient in. Western history: 
According Lo Professor lovnbee, Dr, 
Talmon said. the whole centuries-long 
relationship between. West and East was 
made to appear as one of sustained 
aggression by. the insatiable avarice of 
the West on the. essentially contem{ 
tive and pacific civilisations of the East 
Moreover, Dr. Toynbee appears. to be 
tracing back the original sin of the: West 
—the self-centred aggressive . pride-/t0 
the ‘Judaic idea of the Chosen People.

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“INADEQUATE” HEBREW TEACHERS 
_N.U.H.T. on London Board’s Attitude 


To the Editor of Tue Jewtsn CHronicie 


Sin.—Hebrew teachers will have 
jearnt with distress from your report 
of October 12 that, according to the 
Chairman of the London Board, “ the 
inadequacy Of some of our teachers ~ 
constituted “one of the tremendous 


handicaps under which the Board was — 


working.” 
Now this ts an unpalatable statement, 


and in fairness to the employees of the. 


Board merits investigation, While it Is 
inevitable that teachers vary in capability 
the term “inadequacy ~ would imply (a) 
unsuitability (im which case they should 
never have been accepted for teaching), 
or inexpertness (which can only 
properly be met by basic training), or 
(c) inexperience (which suggests the need 
for guidance), or (d) lack of advanced 
knowledge (which means that suitably 
qualified people find the Board's salaries 
ynattractive}—and who bui the Board 
must take responsibility on all these 
scores ? Let the record speak for itself. 

Consider, for example, the engagement 
professionally 
farcical that untrained personnel are 
taken on purely on the basis of an inter- 
view, and with no-one having-.seen them 
give a lesson OF handle a class?) H-can 


--searcely cause surprise under the circum- 


stancesethat such a_hit-or-miss. method 
produces errors of judgment. 

Then again, one may ask what the 
Board has done to remedy inexperiness 
or alleviate inexperience. Can it be con- 


tended in all seriousness that the intro- 


duction of -student teachers—-some of 
them as young as. }S—and without tnsis- 
tence On théir attendance at a training 
class. is a helpful siep towards achieving 
expertteachers ? | think not. Nor has 
the Board: shown itself interested in the 
difficulties of the many inexperienced 
teachers: who are called upon. toa cope 
with large. classes. of. young. beginners 
Three: years.ago the National Union of 
Hebsew Teachers, feeling that help was 
needed in this direction, suggested to the 
Board the appointment (on part- 
time. or sessional. basis) of am infant- 


trained teacher who was also a Hebrew 
teacher, ‘whose wotk would be to. visit 
centres and give guidance on -infant- 
method to those who are in charge of 
such age-groups and yet may be entirely 
ignorant of suitable pedagogic techniques 
for them. This reasonable request, how- 
ever, was turned down. All this means 
that: whereas in State schools there are 
schemes for supervision of: probationars 
teachers (all of whom, it should be noied, 
have undergone a minimum of iwo years’ 
training), teachers in Hebrew classes are 
kft alone to sink of swim.

ISAAC STERN 


There are rare occasions in one’s con- 
cert-going experience when some familiar 
and well loved work is performed and yct 
sounds as thou heard for the first 
time. Sich was the case last week at the 
Royal Festival Hall when, in a Brahms 
programme, Isaac Stern played the Violin 
Concerto with the London Symphony 
Orchestra conducted by Josef Krips. 
Whereas Beethoven's Concerto has always 
heen described as sublime music, Mr. 
Stern emphasised the carthiness — of 
Brahms’ Concerto—listening to the first 
movement was like looking at some mag- 
nificent landscape and being overwhelmed 
by the splendour of it all; his beautiful 
phrasing in the slow movement had all 
the poise and grace of a bird soarin 
into flight. After the concerto one felt 
that anything else would come as an 
anti-climax, but this was not so, and the 
Fourth Symphony was beautifully played. 
Movements from the Serenade in D 
provided an unusual beginning to the 
concert. 


BENJAMIN. KAPLAN 


, Benjamin Kaplan devoted the whole of. 


his piano recital to music by Chopin at 
ihe Mahatma Gandhi Hal! on Saturday 
evening. One would expect from such a 
programme (which included the Sonata 
in B flat: minor), to find that he was in 
love with. the music of his chosen com- 
poser, but in the event there was little 
in his playing to convince his audience: 
that this was the case. Pieee after: niece 
fell from his capable fingers with-little or 
no feeling for the poetry that is implicit 
in Chopin, and his phrasine was undis- 
tinguished and often blurred hy too much 
use of the sustaining pedal. It would be 
interesting to hear what. Mr. Kaplan 
makes of classical or modern composers. 


HARRY ISAACS TRIO 


‘A programme of piano trios played bs 
the Harry .Isaacs Piano Trio at the 
Conway Hall on Sunday, spanned a 
period of nearly one hundred = vears. 
Beethoven used as a model in 
his Trio, opus 1,:No, 1. It.is full of jovial 
spirit but the scherzo must have come 
as a shock to contemporary audiences 
who were used to the stately muinuet, 
although there had already been. a 
trend towards: the “ hotted up” minuet 
in. some. of Haydn's works: Schumann's 
Trio, opus 80, 1s a little long and tedious 
and it is not one of his most attractive 
works. Brahms’ Trio, opus 87, is .a full- 
blooded: work and was given a_ perfor- 
mance worthy of its. stature. 


CHASSIDIC SONG RECITAL 


A short recital of Chassidic songs was 
broadcast in the Third Programme of 
the B.B.C. on Tuesday evening. Ben- 
jamin Ungar, baritone, sang most mov- 
ingly five songs, three by the Rebbe of 
Mozdijits and two by the Rebbe of Vurka. 
Except for last item, Popular 
Tune.” all the songs. were of a serious 
nature, portraying the spirituality of the 
Chassidic. movement...

BRAILOWSKY 


Brailowsky must be one of the last of 
Leschetizky’s oupils still playing, and his 
recital at the Festival Hall on Sunday was 
in its way a tribute to the greatness of 
that. schoo! of pianists. Schumann's 
Fantasia. does not lend itself so 
readily to the style of nesformance which 
is Bratlowsky’s, but Mussorgsky’s: “ Pic- 
tures at an Exhibition” afferded him 
ample opportunity to. display his extreme 
attention to details of dynamics and 
phrasing. Was it fancy that made one 
think his “ Bydlo”’, the “Two Polish 
Jews and “ Baba Yaea™ outstanding 
even among. the excellently. conceived 
movements ? And in “The Great Gate 
of Kiev”. the jangling of the. church 
bells was amazingly realistic: but 
Brailowsky was born in Kiev. As a 
Chopin exponent he is in. the highest 
class: his.

LONDON SYMPHONY 
ORCHESTRA 


The success of the Beethoven cycles 
in the late spring of the year has 
encouraged the London Symphony 
Orchestra, with. Josef: Krips as. con- 
ductor, to see how the London. public 
respond to Brahms in the autumn. At 
the Festival Hall last week they gave 
the first of four conceris in which mosi 
of the composer's orchesi al. works will 
be played, including, of cov se, the four 
symphonies and the four ccucertos. In 
his Brahms, as in -his cthoven, Josef 
Krips gives the orches!'4. ample room to 
deploy its forces b< .ectionally and in 
ensemble, and the. result, in the Tragic 
Overture and the Third Symphony, was 
a spacious, on the whole well-knit per- 
formance, solid rather than. brilliant. and 
almiost wholly satisfying. In the First 
Pianoforte Concerto Myra Hess struck 
the right fierce, almost agressive: note in 
the first movement, though not unalloyed 
with touches of ihe tenderness which, so 
to. speak, presaged the Adagio, which 
Sang its way along in a broad suave inter- 


play between soloist and orchestra. And: 


so.in the concerta, too, we had the whole 
his titanism, his brusqueness, 
his and his gentleness. 


BRAHMS CONCERT 


The third Brahms concert. at ‘the 
Festival -Hall on Sunday evening, was 
notable for two performances: the Double 
Concerto and the First Symphony. The 
soloists in the concerto were Ida Haendel 
and Paul Tortelier, and their collabora- 
tion together and with the London 
Symphony Orchesira under Josef Krips 
was all but perfect. This version made no 
attempt to iron out Brahm’s angularities 
and harshness: there. was. no Sugaring 
of passages that were. meant to sound 
astringent: Ida Haendel’s tone, especially, 
was remarkably varied to suit the mood 
of the particular passage being played. 
But all the more the slow movement was 
by contrast a smoothing away of siress

AMRON SIRREF 


From the beginning of Amron Sirref’s 
recital at Wigmore Hall which he gave 
recently a. weakness of intonation. was 
apparent. The use of the broad bow 


enabled her io produce a full tone, but 


its spread was uncertain and tuning the 
Strings could not adjust a fault which 
was nol in the fingering so much as in 
the bowing. Mozari’s G Maior Sonata 
and fartini's Devil's Trill’ Sonata 
were both given a moderate performance. 
and the latter work especially suffered 
from the artist’s inability to draw a fine 

clean line. A_ first sonata by the 
Swiss composer Jacques de Menasce 

dated, at least in its style and valet 
air, from the 1930s, and was an average 
example of the violin writing of- that 
period; while Jules Conus’s Concerto, 
with Gerald Moore manfully playing the 
part of orchestra, in its catering for vir- 
juosity of the grand style harked back 
to the flatter: part. of the nineteenth 
century, H.C.S.

By the time he entered Parliament 
Simon was already a prominent 
member of the Bar. He was called 
at the Middle Temple in 1842——he 
chose that Inn rather than Lincoln's 
Inn in order to extend to the former 
the precedent of Jewish admission 
which Goldsmid had established at the 
latter in 1833. He originally intended 
tO practise in Jamaica ‘but his wife's 
reaction to the Jamaican climate 
obliged him after two years in the 
colony to return to England in 1845. 

He joined the northern circuit and 
lived in Liverpool from 1849 to 1856, 
His. practice grew rapidly and he 
became the Common Law leader of 
his Circuit, - In 858, he aroused 
national interest by his part inthe 
successful defence of Simon Bernard 
in a charge of conspiring to assassi- 
nate the French Emperor. This was 
the last State Trial in England. —In 
that year, he first. sat. as Assistant 
County Court Judge—and so was the 
first Jew in England to act as judge.‘ 
In 1864, he was appointed Serjeant- 
at-law. a rank of medieval origin 
which was abolished in 1875. For 
highest 
dignity in the legal profession below 
that of judge. In the nineteenth

1 QO.C. Simon was given such a 
saci by the Lord Chancellor in 
1868. In 1864 he was appointed a 
Commissioner of Assize and. in that 
cupacity often sat in. the. superior 
criminal. courts Liverpool and 
Manchester. 
His considerable. legal activity did 
not diminish his. extensive “public 
service. When he. died in 1897, he

20 YEARS OF JEWISH EDUCATION 


General Improvement of Standards

Dr. Isidore Fishman, who has given 
20 years’ service as an educationist in 


_ the Anglo-Jewish community, told me

JORDAN COMPLAINT TO U.N. 


Support from Britain and Russia 
SECURITY COUNCIL DELIBERATIONS 


From our U.N. Correspondent 
New York, Thursday 
Mr. Abba Eban, the Israeli Ambas- 
sador to the United States, who 
returned to the U.S.A. on Tuesday 
after his discussions With the Ambas- 


sadors to Britain, Russia, and France _ 


and the Israeli Foreign Ministry, is 
due to address the Security Council 
this afternoon when it resumes discus- 
sion of the Jordan complaint against 
isracl for reprisal attacks and the 
Isracli counter-complaint of border 
violations by the Jordanians, — 

In the early stages of the Security 
Council debate last week the United 
Kingdom and the Soviet Union found 
themselves in agreement in represent- 
ing Jordan as the aggrieved party even 
before the Israeli point of view had 
been put forward. Sir Pierson 
Dixon, for the United Kingdom, 
praised. Jordan as “our ally” which 
had “ our sympathy and approbation.” 

On the other hand the United States 
delegate. who is usually one of the first 
to in debates on the Palestine 
problem, remained silent. The French 
representative urged both sides to exercise 
restraint and good will. during the 
discussions. | | 

The British attitude was not unex- 
pected, in view of the crisis in. which 
Jordan finds herself: and Britain's 
involvement in it. While the Jordan 
representative, Mr. Abdul Monem Rifa‘1, 
was speaking, a grim joke was making 
the rounds of the correspondents’ gallery 
to the effect that the reason why he was 
reading his speech so quickly was because 
he wanted to finish it while Jordan. was’ 


‘sult in being. 


The American delegate. Mr. Henry 


Cabot Lodge, IJnr., possibly had prob- 


iems more local an character than the 
Middle East on his mind as he sat silent 


through the proceedings. He might have 
been considering the Presidential elections 
and how the 5,000,000 American Jews 
would vote, or he might have been pond- 
ering on the possible outcome of the 
Senatorial contest between the Republican 
New York State Attorney-General, Mr. 
jacob K. Javits, and the Democratic 
Mayor of New York City, Mr. Robert F. 
Wagner. This is a close contest and any 
statement or action by a senior member of 
the Republican Administration which 
might be construed an anti-Israeli 
might tip the scale in favour of the 
Democrats. 

The motives of the Soviet Union as 
expressed by its senior delegate, Mr. 
Arkady Sobolev, were quite clear and 
simple—to do anything to weaken any- 
one's position but her.own in the Middle 
East, and preferably at the expense of 
Israel, 

Mr. Sobolev, in condemning Israel in 
the strongest terms, accused the Jewish 
State of “ premeditated violence,’ acis 
of intrusion,” and “ aggressive actions.” 
Press representatives considered that the 
Russian delegate’s forthright ‘language 
presaged support for Jordan’s demand of 
sanctions against Israel. | asked him after 
the meeting whether this was what he 
meant, but Mr. Sobolev would say only 
that. he “stood on the statement ” and 
that he would not “add or take away 
a word” from it. 

However, no one among the delegations 
with whom I have spoken betieves thai 
sanctions against Isracl will even be 
discussed seriously. 

M. Bernard 
Cornut-Gentille, seemed unwilling to 
provoke the Arabs or to offend Israel,

BOY’S DEATH IN CAR 
ACCIDENT |
